Our enemies and persecutors are extremely partial to the 
doctrine of heaven interfering to punish the sins of the guilty 


upon the innocent. Were we inclined to this supposition, we 


might fairly argue that the measures of our rulers are calling 
down upon their heads the displeasure of beaven, which in 
rebuke is destroying the chain upon which the hopes of 
the boroughmongers are founded. . ‘The scene of blood about 
to be performed at Derby, was interrupted by the unexpected 
decease of the Princess Charlotte, and the descent of the crown, 
in a direct line, totally forbidden by the decease also of her iv 
fant.

The zealous among 
fro) oe be wone veformers, and the indifferent fell into their 
abe. er paces, as the mere cyphers of the great account. ‘The 
wWhot the Queen was of ‘Hittle politic al importance ; but ithelp- 
oA to make a considerable number of reformers, by the singular 
astonce it afforded, of the fediad piecy of the Duke of York, 
i receiving @ iarge salary fer an occasional visit to his father. 
‘Che death of the Duke of Kent unsettles all the plan of opera- 
tions agreed upon after the decease of the Princess Charlotte, 
abd opeas a new field for intrigue during the minority of a 
Qieen: for his fant daughter cuts off the snecession of the 
Princes after the Duke of Clarencc; and she will become a 
very important personage in the eyes of those political astro- 
homers, Who pretend to. the skill of discovering what will one 
day be the asceudant star in the royal horizon. Fate seems to 
have entered the lists against the continuance of the inale line 
. ihe house of Brunswick; and it is something singular, with 
umerous a family as blessed the marriage of the old King, 
that the crown should be in any danger of wanting a direct 
possessor. Every thing indicates that an opportunity may offer 
inwhich the people may advantageously stipulate for the 
peaceable recovery of those rights which have been so long 
withheld, and this shows the necessity of the reformers uniting 
with e: ach other, and harmonizing their views in such manner 
as to be ready to take whatever measures may be deemed ad- 
visable, promptly, legally, safely, and etfectually. For this 
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furpose the UNION SOCIETIES, and Societies of pongo 
PROTESTANTS, are peculiarly qualitied. It is by U! pon 
alone that great things can be accomplished ; and itis One want 
of co-operative union, that renders the reformers oe tah 
What enabled the methodists and dissenters to dictate tolera- 
‘on to the state and the church, united against them? Seren’ 
hut that UNION, which originated in their class meelugs, ali 
daily and weekly associations, in which | they built up each 
other against temporal persecutions, as wel as in their ‘most 
holy faith.” ‘Phis union produced a central imp Wise of = 
power, Wwinich was derived from the combined parts of the 
whole. Itecreated, in fact, a periect sort of government, With 
all its parts complete, and in active organization, ‘The preacher 
of each district was the organ of communication between his 
flock, and the central power. ‘The effects of this umon were 
finely displayed, when Sidmouth made his demonstration against 
the mode of licensing dissenting teachers. “The signal of resist- 
ance was no sooner given in the metropolis, but it spread with 
electric rapidity through the provinces. ‘The post carried out 
directions trom London, which were by the following post re- 
iurned them carried into full effect. Sidmouth was frightened 
at the unexpected opposition he had raised. Like a boy sur- 
rounded with a swarm of wasps, he ran howling from the storm 
he had provoked. He was not aware of the union that existed, 
and he was still less aware of the extent which it had seached.

We 
have no eccounts trem the v rest of Treland to day, though we 
had reason to expect seme.” FT his might have been written 
by the correspondent of the niunisterial spies, who had disap- 
pointed himof the usual notice of their movements. Thea 
says he, speaking of the atrocities, calculated for the purpose 
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decent pretexts for reducing us to famine on earth, or forward. 
ing us post-laste to our last home. 
"The attack upon the reformers of England was preceded by 
meelings of magistrates, and loyal resolutions.

confined to the lowest of the people; and that even a greaé- 
portion of that chass is still free from its intluence, notwith- 
standing the efforts made to seduce it; and that within these 
few days many of] the misguided people in the neighbourhood 
of Pallamore, yielding to the remonstrances of their excellent 
pastor, the Rev. Dr. meses, have deposited with him their 
aims, and determined to abandon the wicked projects in which 
they weie engaged ; ; an example worthy of general imitation, 

“Th "y think it advisable, in order to prevent those who may 
be incorrigibly disaffected, (if any such there be) from any at- 
teupt to carry their schemes into execution ; In order to secure 
those now free from iniection, from being induced to depart 
from their loyalty, aud in order to give confidence of protec- 
tion and assurance of “i cess to all who shall assist the magis-

“he inns alone excepted) are recommended to be shut up at 
cwht o'clock every night, and no persons admitted into them 
except members of the family, and travellers, ull the next 
day.” : 

This precious document shews that the loyal of Treland, 
though not quite so forward us their brethren of England, can 
follow a bad example without blushing.

“Phe first news of the insurrection which has broken out in 
Andalusia, among the Troops, refusing to embark for America, 
was commiunieated through ‘\ yey ate channel, An extraordi 
nary courier has just brought it to the Npanisl Ambassador, 
but the details are net vet koown. Nothing positive was 
koown even in Madrid, at the time the courier left on the 
sth, We ourselves possess rothing but surmises, and de not 
intend to publish eny thing tit raore ample particulars 
reach us; but in antielpa tion We remark, that the affair may be 
considered very serious, All that was visible m= Madrid, was 
the agitation of the Court. the frequency ef couriers and ex- 
presses coming fron ioe Andalusia road, The Prime Minister, 
the Duke de San Fernando, had not closed his eyes for three 
nights. A thonsat vague reports were in circulation respect- 
ing General Calleya, Count de Calderon, on whose person the 
io! liers had ian. they eveu go so far asto say, that the city 
of Cadiz had taken part in the iserrection, and that the Con- 
stitution of the Cortes had been proclaimed there. We must 
wait forulierior details. Those which have been circulated by 
the Ministeriai Journals, issue, ne doubt, from sources worthy 
of contideuce as far as Pears the authenticity ot the facts. 
But itis not from thase sourees that all the truth can be 
known.”--- Le Coustitulionnel,

WHAT IS THE CONSTITUTION OF ENGLAND. 

We are continualiy told of the excellence of the English con- 
stitution ; buta very slight reference to our history, wl show 
that its excellence consists in its non-errstence, Tn any fair un- 
derstanding of the use of language, there is no sucit thing ! 
And hence, probably. the praises continually bestowed upom tt, 
by all the interested beings who have chaunted forth its praises. 
« Never was any thing so admirable as the English constitu- 
tion,” says the judge, who has the power of interpreting it as 
he pleases S «© Oh, it is the envy and admiration of the world,” 
gays the minister, who can chauye it as fast as the weathercock 
shifts its place; and who modestly assures us that it remalns 
in every change the “envy and admiration of the world,” 
merely because 7f is the British consfitetion!—no matter 
what it may be besides —no matter how often it may change — 
no inatter how tyrannical or oppressive it ray become-—it ts 
still the British constitution; and add must envy and admire— 
what, however, tev ure too wise to imélate / 

Were such a mass of absurdity and mischievous error to be 
presented for the first tinie, io a people about to form a consti- 
tution, a burst of contemptuous Jaughter would snontaneousgly 
echo through the audience. Suppose Lerd Castlereagh, who 
implored the House of Commons, “ for the sake of Almighty 
God!” to do as he, Lord Castlereagh, required of them, were 
to address un assembly of mdependent legistators, entrusted 
with the responsibility of framing a constitution, in the follow- 
ing manner: —“ Genélemen, in the representation of the per. 
ple, let us copy with grateful respect, the principles of the con- 
stitution of Great Biitain. Let vs calla house Ofd Sarum, 
and declare that the owner of that house shall send two mei 
bers to the Houseef Commous. Let*us cail a heap of rubbist, 
Iichester, and say the maker of the mound, shall send i» 
more. Let us enact that no peer shall empioy any influence %: 
returning members to the lower house, and at the same time 
give these peers the actual nomination of a variety of boroughs. 
To secure the independence of the house, place it notoriously 
under the influence of the existing administration : and to prove 
it the representative of the people, let the people have no more 
share in its composition than ean be easily counteracted by 
other sources of power !”

‘Phe inost innocent 
thins, which partake of no shadow of morad guclt, are political 
offeiices, even to felony, aud forfeiture of lite! Audi this hat 
of prehibitions is the British Constitution! ‘Phe borough- 
mongers themselves are ashamed of the misnomer :— and feaung 
to call up the ideas which were once, however idly, attached to 
the British Constitution, thes have shifted their ground, and 
instead of ca!ling upon us for any further worship of the Con- 
stitution, which they adinit to be defunct (though they stoutly 
denv the murder) they now present us with amore tangible 
idol for our veneration:—nameiy, * the Government, as by law 
established.” ‘Phis is, at last, coming te plas dealing; and 
throwing Gft all the farcical pretenstons of calling upon us to 
respect the wisdom of our aucestors, We are Openly called upon 
to obey the gued wiff and pleasure of our present muster, 
We are to take the living Castlereagh for the deceased Loeke, 
Sidhmouth ts to be our Milton:—and the adiirers of Hampden 
and Sydney are to be again cousidered traitors. The Siuart 
principles of passive obedience, and non-resistance, are engrafted 
on the Statute Books; and what it was ouce deemed glorions to 
resist, is become part of the govermnent, “ as established by 
faw?” The governinent, as by law established, can enuet what 
jew it pleases; and these new laws become inmediately parts 
ef the government, as by law established, which it is felony 
ever to speih of, in language tending to bring it into contempt ; 
while nothing can be said of mauy parts of it, without having, 
st least, a tendency to that effect. | 

The Briton must therefore be silent, and submisssive. He 
must see his fancied rights destroyed, on the ene hand, and his 
property invaded on the other, witheut a murmur! It is the 
pleasure of the goverument, “ as by law established!” This 
is Hot new in England. A herd of slaves saw Sidney tried by a 
courily Judge, intent upon his murder:—heard him sentenced 
apaiust justice—and saw him beheaded without remorse! 
Were the mean spirited wretches who saw his honest blood 
trickle from the scatfold, ancestors of whom we should be 
proud? To esteem sidney, is fo condemn them as miserable

All that many fat holders of fat livings know of the bible is, that 
it tells them to fear God, and honor the king; which command- 
ment is the only one they ever think of obeying ; and even they 
fear God, because they are aware they are not doing his duty; 
and honor the king, that his ministers may promote them—that 
they may be called toa better living! There is no hope of 
them preaching the judgments of God upon their oppressors : 
for the oppressors are their deities, and they worship the in- 
justice they should condemn. Deans who wish to be bishops, 
and bishops who wish to be archbishops, must preach what 
please the holders of high places.
